‘CAPTAIN BOWEN TELLS 


OF A WAR ANNIVERSARY 


Fifty Vues Ans, Welrvers a2, 
the Calhoun Guards Were 
Mustered In. 


Captain Thomas-M. Bowen, a confed- 
erate veteran, who resides at 208 For- 
rest avenue, was in a reminiscent 
mood yesterday and remarked: 

“This is Washington's birthday, and 
the anniversary never comes but what 
I recall vividly another anniversary 
of the war which comes on the same 
day. Exactly fifty years ago on Wash- 
ington’s birthday the Calhoun Guards, 
which was company A of the .Second 
Alabama regiment, were mustered in to 
the confederate service. The company 
was organized at Jacksonville, Cal- 
houn county, Ala., with one hundred 
picked young men of the county, there 
being only one married man among 
them. D. P. Forney was our first cap- 
tain. He was wounded at the battle 
of $Shelbyville, and I, who started 
out as third HNeutenant, took command 
of the company, and held it until the 
close of the war. .We enlisted at first 
for one year which we spent at Fort 
Morgan on Mobile day. We re-enlisted 
as a cavalry company, and were as- 
signed to General John P. Morgan's 
regiment, which -was the Fiftv-first 
cavalry. We fought In nearly all the 
battles in the western army and sur- 
rendered at Goldsboro, N. C., on May 
23, 1865.”’ 

Captain Bowen says that out of the 
one hundred men in the old Calhoun 
Guards only seven are living, and they 
are all over 70 years of age.

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THE APOTHEOSIS OF THE FEDERAL SPY SYSTEM 

How effectual would be your work if you knew that every mo- 
ment a hidden spy made a record of your slightest movement? 

And yet that is the burden under which every employee of the 
new million-dollar Atlanta postoffice labors. 

The most convincing evidence is documentary, and the photo- 
graph of the “spy promenade,” published elsewhere today, tells its 
own story. 

That photograph, and the system that devised the perpetual 
surveillance it represents, proclaims the apotheosis of the federal 
spy system. | 

_ The dark rectangular spaces in the walls of the photograph are 
outlooks from the spies’ gallery. The gallery runs the circumfer- 
ence of this big room in which mail is “worked up.” 

The very entrance and exits of the spies’ gallery are masked. 
Only the spies detailed to shepherd the men and women working 
below know their location. Reminiscent of the “mystic mazes,” the 
“concealed labyrinths” and the “hidden doors” of the castles in the 
old feudal days, isn’t it? 

Yesterday The Constitution published a card from C. A. Stokes, 
former assistant superintendent of delivery at the postoffice. Mr. 
Stokes is one of the most reputable young men in Atlante. 

He resigned voluntarily, because he couldn’t endure the ex- 
hausting strain of having his every movement watched and dock- 
eted. | | | 

He explained how the power of local officials, familiar with local 
conditions, had been nullified. They had been 
showed, by inspectors imported from Washington. : 
He specified that these inspectors had made life miserable for

Such unrelenting vigilance is only found in federal penitentia- 
ries, where armed guards glower over convicted felons or where, 


on the inside make a break for liberty. 

But the men and women in the loca! postoffice, and in other 
federa! buildings where this despicable system prevails, are not 
felons; they are citizens, with names untarnished, with record clear. 
with homes and families on the outside dependent on them for 
bread. 

The federal spy system assumes they are potential criminals 
the instant they enter the service. Every moment they must be 
guarded, like convicts on the chain, lest they plot crimes or mischief, 

Is it any wonder that, as Mr. Stokes testifies, the service is 
hopelessly demoralized’? How can it be otherwise, with men and 
women on a continual tension, expecting the least innocent gesture 
or word out of the ordinary to be caught up by ambushed spies and 
distorted into a crime-in-the-making? 

With the postoffice department asking for more than a million | 
dollars to increase the rigors of the spy system, what may not next 
he expected: 

What assurance wil] business men outside the government serv- 
ice hold that their constitutional guarantees of freedom, their right 
to life and the pursuit of happiness, will not be absolutely nullified 
by beaurocratic despotism ? 

For, abominable enough in itself, the condition we have 
cited 1s merely the beginning of the spy system! If it honeycombs 
and hamstrings one department, it works the same deviltry in 
others. 

Is it not time for congress to probe deeply into this Russian- 
izing of American government?

They return to society only to prey upon it. Experience 
breeds a contempt for law, or gives the offender a viewpoint which 
makes the crime of being caught greater than the crime of pillage 
and murder. 

The inevitable upshot is that we are feeding jails, peniten- 
tiaries and draining the treasury at the source theoretically created 
to encourage respect for Jaw and minimize crime.

Columbus, Ga, February 22.~~-(Spe- 
clal.)—If the recommendation of the 
Muscogee county grand jury is adopt- 
ed the county will erect a monument 
Over the grave of Jailer A. A. Phelts, 
who met his death early in December 
while defending the jail from a mob, 
and an appropriation of $1,000 will 
be made to his widow from the county 
funds. It is extremely likely that 
both recommendations will be fol- 
lowed. 

In the final presentments of the 
grand jury, just returned into court, 
much attention ts given to the rioting 
which culminated in the attack on 
the jail, where a negro arrested on 
the charge of criminal assault had 
been confined. Shortly after the mid- 
night attack on the bastile, resulting 
in the death of the failer and a man 
in the street, a number of persons 
were arrested charged with riot, but 
all were subsequently released, the 
evidence being insufficient. 

The grand jury, which has fust ad- 
jJourned, investigated the riot pretty 
thoroughly, but was unable to secure 
evidence that would warrant a bill 
“We deplore the fact that so far we 
are unable to report much progress,” 
says the body reporting to the judge, 
“but we bdelieve the investigation 
should be carried further; therefore 
we recommend that if your honor 
should deem it advisable to bring the 
question before the grand juries of the 
succeeding terms and urge them to 
prosecute the investigation further.” 

Law the Only Safeguard. 

An extract from the report of the 
grand jury follows: 

“Under no circumstances would we 
place an obstacle in the way of hav- 
ing just punishment meted out to a 
wretch guilty of a heinédus crime, yet 


we believe that the punishment should 
be imposed under authority of the law. 

“Law is the only safeguard to pro- 
tect our lives and property, and when- 
ever any infraction of the kaw {fs per- 
petrated the one violating same should 
be punished so that the laS may be 
respected and vindicated. 

“Ourcourts are organized to admin- 
ister the law, and every good citizen 
is honor bound to submit and be gov- 
erned by due process, according to 
rules which have beem evolved to best 
conserve the interest of our country. 

“No set of men or organization have 
the right or authority to contravene 
the rights of the courts and presume 
to pervert or prevent the ends of jus- 
tice,” continues the grand jury. “In 
this connection we wish to commend 
and indorse his honor, Jndge & P. 
Gilbert, for his patriotic utterances 
and purpose to administer the lew 
fairly and justly.

CASE OF INTEREST 
TO FRUIT GROWERS 


Decision of Interstate Com- 
mission May Be Applied 
in Georgia. 


Great interest: hae been aroused 
throughout the frult-growing section 
of the country over the decision of the 
interstate commerce commission on 
Tuesday in the case of the Arlington 
Heights Fruff Exchange against the 
Southern Pacific Company, and in view 
of the pending case of the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange against the Southern 
Railway et al, now before that body, 
this decision becomes of most perti- 
nent interest, especially to the peach 
growers of Georgia and neighboring 
states, as it suggests a solution for 
the Georgia case. 

Manager IL M. Fleming, of the Geor- 
gia Fruit Exchange, states that the 
California decision might suggest @ 
remedy which could be applied to the 
Georgia situation wherein an effort is 
being made to have the present min!- 
mum car load reduced from 22,500 
pounds to 13,000 pounds, through the 
adoption of a minimum of, say, 18,000 
pounds where the peaches are not pre- 
cooled and allow a minimum of 25,000 
to 30,000 pounds where the peaches are 
properly precooled. By this means, it 
is pointed out, both the grower and 
the carriers would profit by such an 
arrangement. 

There are some shipping points, in 
Georgia, where it would be impract!- 
Cal to establish precooling plants, and 
hence a very low minimum, where only 
refrigeration was possible, would be 
required, and other points where pre* 
cooling piants could be established, 
and there this method would be adopt- 
ed and heavier mintma could be re- 
quired, thus giving the carriers more 
tonnage and consequently a heavier 
charge for the haul, thus Iinoreasing 
the road's profits and at the same time 
would not be injurious to the shipper. 

Manager Fleming pointed out that 
a minimum for those shippers who 
could not get the advantage of pre- 
cooling, but would have to depend 
upon refrigeration, as now practiced, 
and another minimum for those hauls 
which could get the benefit of pre- 
cooling, with a consequently increased 
tonnage, would solve the problem which 
has long vexed the fruit growers of 
the south. He stated that it was ab- 
solutely essential that the fruit grow- 
ers be granted a minimum which could 
be refrigerated, in order that their 
fruit arrive at destination In good con- 
dition and without financial loss in 
shipment ¢aused By paying for ton- 
nage, not used, in order to ship only 
fruit that could be refrigerated. 

He pointed out that if this solution 
were given to the Georg!a case all 
fruft, whether precooled or refriger- 
ated, could be handled with profit to 
the carrier and without losg to the 
shipper, and Met gutted markets 
would be obviated and both carrier and 
shipper be benefited by the adoption 
of this policy.

Fire Companies of South 
Organize. 


To Keep in the South Millions 
Paid Out in Premiums, South- 
ern Insurers Form Associa- 
tion ---H. R. Bush Is Elected 
President. 


To keep in the south the hundreds 
of millions of dollars which the south 
annually pays as premiums on fire in- 
elirance policies, thirty-five men, repre- 
senting fire insurance companies in al- 
most every southern state, met at the 
Piedmont hotel yesterday and perfect- 
ed the organization of the Association 
of Southern Ffre Insurance Companies. 

Permanent officers were elected, a 
board og directors chosen, a constitu- 
tion and by-laws adopted, and plans 
for the work which the association is 
to do were gone thoroughly into. The 
work was not finished, however, and 
another meeting will be held today. 

There were something over thirty 
men present when the meeting was 
called to order for the morning ses- 
sion. These gentlemen came as repre- 
sentatives of the south's largest and 
most progressive fire insurance com- 
panies—North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Louis- 
lana and Mississippi were represented. 


Object of Association, 


The matter of a constitution and by- 
laws was the first important business 
taken up at the morning session. The 
former provided for a president, vice 
president a@md _ secretary-treasurer as 
officers of the organization. H. R. Bush, 
of Greensboro, N.C.; John J. McKay. of 
Macon, and Dowdell Brown, of this 
city. were chosen to fill these places, 
respectively. 

The object of the association as set 
out in the constitution is: 

“The promotion of the best Interests 
of the southern fire insur®nce com- 
panies; the betterment of conditions 
generally in the south; the creation of 
a stronger sentiment among our peo- 
ple in patronizing southern fire in- 
surance companies; the co-operation 
with associations whose purposes are 
similar; to provide a plan for dissemi- 
nating information among members 
touching thelr mutual interests; the 
encouragement of wise building and 
tax laws, and reduction of fire waste.

J. B. Frost Ousted As 
Head of Order... 


Two Supreme Court Decisions 
Terminate Long Litigation. 
Judge Pendleton’s Ruling Is 
Again Reversed and Judge 
Bell Is Sustained. 


. 

Two decisions rendered yesterday by 
the supreme court of Georgia termi- 
nate the long struggle in the courts 
for the control of the order of fra- 


~ 


nent Household of Columbian Wood- 
men, finally ousting from the control 
of the order its former head, J. B. 
Frost, of Atlanta, and installing the 
opposing faction. 

The headquarters of the Columbian 
Woodmen is in Atlanta, the principal 
Office being located in the Rhodes 
building, on Marietta etreet, where a 
handsome suite of offices are main- 
tained by a large force of officers and 
clerks. 

The lodges of the order are 4dis- 
tributed throughout the United States, 
but the greater portion of the mem- 
bership of 16,000 is located in the 
southern states, where it has main- 
tained a remarkable growth. 

Started With Suspenston. 
litigation was precipitated in 
the action of the 
executive committee of the order in 
Suspending its chief executive or emi- 
nent consul, J. B. Frost, on a number 
of charges involving his relations 
with the order. 

Mr. Frost challenged the authority 
of the board of directors to order his 
suspension, and acting under the al- 
lewed authority of the charter, which 
conferred supreme power upon the tn- 
corporators, called a meeting of the 
original incorpworators, which was at- 
tended by Hon. Hoke Smith and E. H. 
Thornton, W. F. Manry and J. B. Frost, 
to revoke his suspension and to nul- 
lify the powers of the board of di- 
rectors. Governor W. J. Northen, 
General Clement A. Evans and Dr. P. 
E. Murray, who were among the orig- 
inal ineorporators, declined to attend 


the meeting on the ground that the 
powers of the incorporators ceased 
under the organization of the corpora- 
tion. 

The board of direators then secured ' 
the services of Dorsey, Brewster, How- 
ell & Heyman, and filed a bill in Ful- 
ton superior court seeking to enjoin 
Frost, Smith, Thornton and Manry 
to exercise any 
powers as incorporators or from inter- 
fering with the board in fFuspending 
Frost or in conducting the business of 
the order. 


Injunction Refused. 


Judge Pendleton. before whom the 
case Was heard, refused to grant the 
injunction. and ruled that the ineor- 


borators, under the terms of the char- 
ter. were still vested with supreme 
power in the conduct of all of its af- 
faire.

gardiess of any contract, the board 
of directors had the right to suspend 
Mr. Frost under the charges preferred 
against him, and that he would be en- 
titled to no compensation for any 
eervices rendered subsequent to the 
suspension, which had been wrong- 
fully enjoined by Judge Pendleton. 

Fund Left Impounded. 

The fund from which Mr. Frost 
claimed compensation to the extent 
of $20,000 for services rendered prior 
to the suspension was left impounded 
by the decision of the supreme court, 
subject to the establishment of the 
litigated claims against that fund. 

In the meantime some of the agents 
of the order in the department of Mr. 
Frost filed another bill, attacking the 
constitution of the order and the or- 
ganization of its annual convention, 
and alleging that the officers of the 
order could not legally participate in 
the convention, their contention being 
represented by Smith, Hastings & Ran- 
som, Henry C. Peeples and Burton 
Smith, and the Columbian Woodmen 
being represented by” Dorsey, Brew- 
ster, Howell & Heyman. 

After a lengthy hearing of the case 
Judge Bell sustained the contention of 
the Columbian Woodmen and refused 
to grant the injunction prayed for. 

Judge Bell Sustained. 

This decision was appealed to 
supreme court by Mr. Frost and 
associates, and the decision 
Wednesday fully § sustained Judge 
Bell's decision in every particular, 
confirming the constitution of the or- 
der and declaring the organization of 
its annual convention legal and valid. 

The litigation has attracted consid- 
erable attention on account of the 
large amount involved in the assets 
of the Columbian Woodmen, the con- 
trol of which was the subject of the 
litigation, and on account of the. 
unique legal propositions involved in 
the case. 

The effect of the two decisions ren- 
lered Wednesday is to remove J. B. 
Frost from office in, or control of, the 
order, and to vest its management in 
che present board of directors, which 
is composed of P. E. Murray, J. 
it. Amand, Peter F. Clarke, J. 
‘enn and L. T. Binford. 

The litigation involved merely a fac- 
ional fight for control and did not in 
iny way involve the business of the 
rder, which has shown a remarkab,:

Sacramento, Cal., February 22. 
The senate, at a special meet- 
ing tonight, adopted a resolu- 
tion by Senator Caminetti, urg- 
ing congress to refuse to assent 
to the proposed Japanese treaty. 
The resolution was ordered tel- 
egraphed -to President Taft. 
There was no discusion and the 
vote was uanimous.

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Washington, February 22.—An effort 
was made to crowd through the sen- 
ate today the new treaty with Japan 
on the subject of commerce and navi- 
gation, but it met with stubborn re- 
sistance from a wholly unexpected 
quarter. Senator Hale declared that 
the treaty represented a voluntary 
surrender by the administration of a 
commercial advantage which this 
country by rights would enjoy for an- 
other year over the nations of Burope 
with whom Japan is negotiating new 
commercial relations. 

Senator Lodge, who reported the 
treaty from the senate committee on 
foreign relations, which agreed to re- 
port it after its provisions had been 
explained by Secretary Knox, was un- 
able to satisfy the objectors. 

Western senators offered no argu- 
ments against ratification beyond de- 
manding time in which to obtain an 
understanding of its provisions. Al- 
though the reason for such haste to 
have the treaty ratified was not stated, 
the general belief was that the admin- 
istration desired action before western 
states had time to memorialize their 


representatives to oppose it should the.

The former president gave again 
his definition of the new nationalism, 
pleadeg for execution of duty in pref- 
erence to demand of “rights’’ and 
worked himself into his former earn- 
estness only when addressing 3,000 
boy scouts in the Board of Trade 
building.

While speaking at Hull House, a 
tall Greek, in the uniform of an in- 
Structor of the scouts, by permission, 
addressed in his own tongue a pas- 
sionate appeal to the former president} 
to keep working for better citizen- 
ship, which was warmty cheered by 
the speaker's fellows. A medal. which! 
had been granted the speaker for some | 
feat of the past, was presseq into 
Colone] Roosevelt's hands as the Greek 
withdrew. 

The keynote of Colonel Roosevelt's 
days talk was that no amount of 
laws would be of avai! {f the individ- 
ual citizen forgot his duty. The 
speaker declared that, after all, the 
trouble with this country was not 
“big business,” wicked corporations, 
corrupt public officers, etc., but the 
failure through carelessness, inappre- 
clation or lack of understanding, to 
exercise his individual duty to himself 
ana his fellow man. 


Good and Bag Men in Corporations, 

He reiterated his previous state- 
ménts that there were good and bad 
men in corporations ang that the wick- 
individual- 
ly, and he insisted that Uncle Sam 
should create rules of business that 
wontld take from organized monopoly 
the great advantage it had over the 
ordinary citizen.

“However, none of us want our white 
nurses to go into the homes of the ne- 
groes. It is more fitting that the col- 
ored homes should be visited by colored 
nurses. I therefore suggest that we 
hire negro nurses to do this domiciliary 
part of the work.” : 

Dr. Stephens said that he thought 
that with the aid of one or two colored 
nurses the work of inspecting the col- 
ored schools could be completed in two 
months. He said that he and Dr. Sage 
could each take one of the white nurses 
for the work of examining the colored 
children at the schools, after which the 
colored nurses would follow out the 
work in the colored homes. The two 
other white nurses, he said, could be 
employed meanwhile in the white 
schools. 

E. M. Mitchell suggested that it might

fore the extent of the damage will be 
definitely known, but most encourag- 
ing reports are being received, never- 
theless, from many stations in the 
center of the peach growing belts. 

Marly fruit dealers and fruit grow- 
ers have expressed the belief that the 
high wind which followed the rain 
and which preceded the cold wave by 
several hours has played an important 
part in lessening the damage to the 
fruit, because it dried out the buds 
and the blossoms ang left small po- 
portunity for them to freeze. 

The freeting temperature has been 
general throughout the southern 
states and it is possible that in 


‘Mumeroug sections the crop has been 


entirely destroyed or so stunted that 
it will be valueless, but those in close 
touch with the situation are opttmistic 
that there are few points where such 
conditions exist. 

Smal] Damage at Cornelia. 

Cornelia, Ga., February 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The freeze last night was un- 
precedented. The thermometer went 
down to 16 degrees ang still peaches 
are safe. This ig probably due to the 
high-.elevation of this section and the 
clay soll which keeps the buds dor- 
mant. Only a few blossoms show, but 
those that are fully open were un- 
doubtedly killed. 

Fortunately, scarcely a blossom 
out, but @ few seedling trees and a 
few plum “trees that were out will be 
ruined. The peach belt as a whole 
suffered no injury. A high wind Mon- 
day, which has kept up constantly, 
dried out the buds ang saved the crop. 
If the’ weather continues dry and 
windy there will be little damage.

Dallas, Texas, February 22.—Twenty 
degrees above zero was the point 
touched last night by temperatures 
throughout a large portion of north- 
ern Texas.

Albany, Ga., February 22.—(Specia!.) 
The temperature fell to 28 degrees 
here last night and the effects are 
visible today in blackened vegetation 
which marks the practical extinction 
of some truck. gardens. 

While all vegetables were not kill- 
ed, the effects generally were disas- 
trous. 

It is feareq that the pear crop was 
ruined, though some fruit men are 
hopeful that the blossoms had dried 
out sufficiently not to have been killed. 

Such fruits as figs and plums were 
completely destroyed. 

Part of Crop in Bartow Killed. 

Adairsville, Ga., February 22.--—
